*>»tem have been conclusively established;

Winner of its communication from Infected indl- 
Tiiss1- is thoroughly understood; how to present 
11 from gaining a foothold and how to check its 
ij.l "ad have been for several years among the fixed 
priuclples of medical science. Nevertheless,, as 
Statistics show, the^Hinual average of typhoid c*ae8 
IB this country is 650,000, with the deaths ten per 
cent, or 35,000.

Tne right little, tight 
little islands are so small that they 
can he covered w{th spellbinders to an 
extent impossible in tbe Untied States, 
and every advantage of the natural op- 
portunities (« taken. 


Premier Asqulth and Mr. Uoyd- 


George, for the Liberals, and Mr. B»>- 
four and Lord T ^nsdowne, for the Oon- 
seoatives, are the chief spellbinders, 
and each of them spoke nearly every 
night during the campaign. Every one 
of Itoe (70 ?-filamentary districts had 
several meetings a week durtnf the 
campaign, and in many of (hem a doien 
meetings were held every night. Four 
hundred peers were on the stump.-more 
ban WO members of parl*»ment, a hun- 
dred women, and not less than 2,000 
ordinary speakers.

It is a permanent Institution, 
maintaining a publishing house and 
keeping up a party campaign of educa- 
tion in season and out, without regard 
to the campaign When the campaign 
comes on, this publishing house sells 
enough literature at a profit to make 
expenses for tbe next few years! Imag-

leadquarters of the Conservative party. 
It maintains a publishing house and a 
political library, just aeioA* the street 
frojn the house of lord*. This Institu- 
tion enjoys the patronage of the highest 
classes of the British public, and its 
publishing house is operated on a self- 
supporting basis 


While the. •lection battle is waged 


between the Liberal and Conservative 
forces, It must not be understood that 
these two parties meet each other in 
clearly aligned forces as do the Repub- 
licans and Democrats In the- United 
States.
